A WASTE OF TIME. | 

The corporation counsel is drafting an 
ordinance providing for the removal of an 
alderman from office at any time during his 
term on the petition of a majority of the 
registered voters of his ward. They can 
only dismiss him now at the end of his 
term. 

The ordinance is not to be submitted to 
the council until the corporation counsel 
shall have put it in such shape as to be 
certain of its constitutionality. Perhaps it 
would be better to settle tliat important 
point before spending time in the elabora- 
tion of an ordinance on the subject, unless 
indeed the city law department has 60 lit- 
tle to do that it must resort to all kinds of 
quaint and curious methods of killing time. 
The legislature has provided various ways 
in which the official life of an alderman may 
be cut short against his will. A conviction 
for bribery will oust him. Two-thirds of | 
his colleagues may expel him for cause. 
The legislature has not deemed it advisable 
to empower a majority of the voters to dis- 
miss or recall an alderman before the end 
of his term. That may be a regrettable 
- omission on the part of the legislature, but 
if so it is not ome the council can remedy.

7 PEACE IS UNCERTAIN. 

Early in the week the czar announced 
that he was determined never to conclude a 
peace dishonorable to Russia or unworthy 
of her greatness. That was an indefinite 
statement which, while it may have pleased 
the war party in Russia, by no means in- 
dicated that peace was impossible. The 
ezar’s reply to an address recommending 
that the war be continued until the enemy 
is crushed is more definite and discouraging. 
The czar approves of the recommendation 
and says that he will not think of cession 
of territory or payment of indemnity. 
There is little doubt that the Japanese 
will demand the cession of the island of Sak- 
halin, much of which they now hold, and 
the payment of a large money indemnity. 

M. Witte was quoted yesterday as saying: 
I am afraid that negotiations will be ended 
within a week, as the Japanese conditions 
will be eo intolerable as not to admit of dis- 
cussion.” This is so unusual a prelude to a 
peace conference that it might be assumed 
M. Witte was incorrectly reported if & 
were not for the public declaration of the 
czar that no territory is to be ceded and no 
indemnity paid. If that be the unalterabie 
determination of the czar, M. Witte may 
well feel that he has been sent on a hopeless 
errand. He would be justified in saying, as 
he did the other day, that he was not so 
much a plenipotentiary sént to negotiate 
peace as an imperial courier sent to learn 
the terms on which the mikado’s govern- 
ment is ready to make peace,”
